Phis table shows for each district and for the State of Manipur and the Khasi 
States. the area, the number of towns and villages, the number of occupied houses and 
the total urban and rural population, male and female. 

The areas of the various districts in the table have been calculated by the Survey 
Department from modern maps. A large amount of topographical survey work has 
been done in the province during the last ten years and the areas given in previous 
Census Reports, which were calculated from old maps, are mostly inaccurate. 

Although the exact area of the whole of the Khasi and Jaintia Hills is known, 
the exact area of the British portion of the district and the area of the Khasi States 
portion are not known as the boundaries between the two have never been precisely 
defined. The separate areas of the Khasi States and the British portion of the Khasi 
and Jaintia Hills as given in these tables must therefore be considered as approxi- 
mate only. 

The area of the Sadiya Frontier Tract is the administered (and censused) area as 
calculated by the Political Officer from up-to-date may)s.

The total area added to British territory in Assam since 1921 is thus approxi- 
mately 908 square miles with a population of 15,711. 

The total mapped areas of the Sadiya and Balipara Frontier Tracts amount to 
18,473 and 9,537 square miles respectively. The areas of these Tracts as given in 
the table are the administered areas only. 

At Imphal in Manipur State there is a small British administered area known 
as the “ British Reserve.” This “ reserve ” is not British Territory though it is 
administered by the Political Agent ; it has an area of '7 of a square mile and a 
population of 3,625 of whom 2,212 are males and 1,413 females.

The figures for 1921 and earlier years differ in several cases from those shown in 
the Census Tables of 1921. This is due to various inter-district transfers which have 
taken place during the last decade. The effect of these changes ou the population of 
the districts concerned has been calculated and the figures adjusted accordingly. The 
1921 population of thanas and mauzas given in Provincial Table I has been revised in 
a similar fashion. 

2. The districts affected by transfer of areas were Cachar, the Xaga Hills, 
Kamrap, Darrang, Balipara, Kowgong, Lakhimpur and the Sadiya Frontier Tract, 
but the only transfers worth mentioning are the transfer of one mauza from the Xaga 
Hills to the North Cachar Hills, certain mututil transfers between Kamrap and 
Darrang following the declaration of the Jiya Bornadi as the boundary between these 
two districts and the transfer of some Abor villages from Lakhimpur to the Sadiya 
Frontier Tract. 

3. The population censused for the first time amounts to io,71i. The distribu- 
tion of this population is given in the fly-leaf of Table I. As it is quite impossible 
to estimate what this newly censused population would have amounted to at previous 
censuses no attempt has been made to effect any adjustments on this account in the 
previous population figures of the districts concerned. 

4. In columns 11 and 1.2 the variations shown against the province do not 
agree with the totals of the British districts and States. This is due to the fact that 
the census papers of Manipur State were destroyed iu the insurrection of 1891. 
Hence no variation of the population between 1881-1891 and 1891 to 1901 can be 
given for Manipur State or for the total of the Assam States. The Lushai Hills was 
not censused in 1881 and the figure given for 1891 is only an estimate of the popula- 
tion of the northern portion which was, at that time, the only part of the Lushai Hills 
within the province. 

5. At all previous censuses the Khasi States were included in the Khasi and 
Jaintia Hills district of which only a part is British territory. The population of 
these States at previous censuses has now been calculated by adding the previous 
population figures of the Jowai subdivision (all British) to figures which, on the basis 
of the proportion as ascertained at this census, represent the population of the British 
portion of the sadr subdivision and then deducting these figures from the total popula- 
tion of the district as given at previous censuses.

In the hills and the permanently settle! portion of the proviuee 
the village is the residential village or group of houses bearing a separate name, 
Bmall outlying hamlets being treated as parts of the nearest village.

This table shows the population of all municipalities and ‘ small towns ’ constitut- 
ed under the Assam Municipal Act (I of 1923), of the Shillong Cantonnieut and also 
of certain other places (3 district headquarters and cne railway centre) which may 
be considered of au urban character. The total number of towns in Assam is now 30 
as against 29 in 1921. The difference is due to the fact that the Shillong Cantonment 
has now been shown as a separate town, whereas in 1921 it was included in Shillong. 
No adjustment has been made in this table for the numerous small extensions of 
municipal boundaries which have taken place in the la^t decade. Persons enumerated 
in railway stations, boats and encampment^ within town limits have been included 
in the population of the towns in which they were enumerated.

Languages which have so few speakers that they are not worth a separate 
column are included in “ Others ” at the end of the table. 

The vernaculars of Assam — unlike the languages in the rest of tlie table — have 
not been given in alphabetical ord^ but follow generally the order of families, 
branches, groups, etc., given in the Linguistic Survey of India. This has the advan- 
tage of showing in close proximity languages which fall into the same sub-group, 
e.g., all the Central Naga languages will be found next to each other in the table. 
In certain- cases I have given details of languages which are really dialects of another 
language, e-g., Changsen is a dialect of Thado though the Changsens are of different 
origin from the Thados. I have done this as certain district officers of hill districts 
have asked me to give as much detailed information as possible in this table. 

“ Kachha Naga ” which appears in the tables of previous censuses and the 
Linguistic Survey as “ Empeo or Kachha Naga ” appears in this table under three 
heads, viz., Kachha Naga, Liyengmai and Zemi. I am informed by Mr. J. P. Mills, 
I.O.S., Deputy Commissioner Naga Hills, that the term “ Kachha Naga ” (though in 
common use) is a meaningless term and that about half the Kachha Naga speakers 
in Manipur are really Liyengmai and half Zemi. As however “ Kachha Naga ” 
was returned as their tribe and language by the Liyengmai and Zemi of Manipur 
I have shown it as such. Part II of the table should be read in connection with 
the Linguistic Map in the Report Volume.

Caste, Tribe or Race. 

In the interest of economy the only castes and tribes sorted for at this census 
were those for which the figures were likely to bo necessary for administrative pur- 
poses. 

The figures given in this table under the head “ Castes classed as tea garden 
«ooly castes ” and “ Castes classed as Hindu Exterior Castes ” which were compiled 
with a view to ascertaining the number of the depressed and backward classes in 
Assam cannot, for various reasons, be used without considerable adjustment. The 
^natter is dealt with at length in the Appendix to Chapter XII of the Report volume. 

The appendices giving details of the Kukis and Lushais contain various anoma- 
^es owing to the fact that certain tribes which, in Manipur, would be generally 
.classed as Kukis, would in the Lushai Hills, come under the general term of 
“ Lushai.” Thus the Mhars and Paites of Manipur will be found in the Kuki appen- 
dix, while the Mhars and Paites who dwell in the Lushai Hills will be found in the 
Lushai appendix. 

The word “ Lushai ” covers many clans and is the result of incorrect translitera- 
tion of the word “ Lushei” — the premier clan in the Lushai Hills, In this table, as 
in Colonel Shakespears’ monograph on the Lushei-Kuki clans, Lushai is used to 
signify all Lushei-Kuki clans dwelling in the Lushai Hills and Lushei for the clan 
hearing that name. 

I have placed Chirus in the Kuki appendix as their language belongs to the Old 
Kuki sub-group. Some authorities have treated them as a Naga tribe of Manipur and 
Bome as an old Kuki clan. In my own mind I have always classed Chirus as a Kaga 
|;ribe. 

Certain castes which are indigenous to Assam have or claim to have the same 
name as castes from other provinces which appear to have nothing in common with 
them. Thus the upcountry Mali is quite a different caste from the indigenous Mali 
(Bhuinmalil of Sylhet. The former appears in the table as Mali (non-indigenous) 
and the latter will be found in Appendix V under “ Hindu Exterior Castes ” — a terra 
^hicj[i is explained in the Appendix to Chapter XII of the Report volume.

In 1921, owing to a misunderstanding of the instructions, Christians belonging 
to Hill tribes were returned in many cases as “ Indian Christian ”. Furthermore 
Imperial Table VIII of the 1921 Census — Caste, tribe or race — included only Hindus 
and Animists and did not include Christians. Hence it is impossible to give the 
number of Christians belonging to the various Hill tribes for 1921. The same applies 
also to previous censuses. 

Asa result the 1931 figures of tribes which have a large number of Christians 
are not comparable with those of previous years in which the Christians have not 
been included. In such cases I have given the number of speakers of the tribal 
language in brackets below the tribal figures. 

Owing to tbefact that in previous censuses the number of unspecified Kukis was 
very large, it is useless to give figures for the various Kuki tribes. For example, the 
number of Thados in Manipur alone is now 47,086 against 29,975 in 1921 : this is 
merely due to the fact that the number of unspecified Kukis in 1921 and earlier years 
was very large. In fact in the very early censuses all Kukis were lumped together 
and even in 1901 most of the numerous Jiaga and Kuki tribes of Manipur appear 
under the unspecified head of “ Naga” or “ Kuki”.

1. Tins table shows the population of each local unit in every district, State, and 
subdivision. 

The general administrative unit in the plains districts is the thana or police 
station ; where, however, there are smaller administrative units such as the mauzas 
of the temporarily-settled districts of the Assam Valley, the population of each mauza 
or part of a mauza has also been shown under the thana in which it falls. 

In the hill districts the local unit varies consi lerabl v ; in some districts there are 
no convenient local units less than a subdivision ; in others, Doloiships, Sardarships, 
mauzas, etc., are well known administrative upJts and the population figures of these 
have been shown. 

2. In the districts of Nowgong, Sibsagar and Lakhimpur there are certain areas 
which have been declared “backward tracts” by notification under section 52A (2) of 
the Government of India Act, 1919. As a certain amount of confusion has been 
found to exist regarding the units or parts of units which are included in these tracts, 
the followung information may prove to be useful 

Nowgong and Sibsagar Mikir Hills. 

The Mikir Hills “ backward tract ” is divided between the districts of Nowgong 
and Sibsagar (Golaghat subdivision!. The Nowgong Mikir Hills portion consists 
mainly of the following mauzas : — Buar Salona, Duar Bamuni, Buar Amla, Namati, 
Lumding (Mikir, Kuki, Eaohari and Town), Langfer, Jamunapar and Rangkbarg. 
Six square miles of Duar Salona and three square miles of Duar Bamuni fall, how- 
ever, outside the Mikir Hills backward tract. On the other hand 30 square miles of 
Duar Bagori and 11 square miles of Mauza Garubat fall within the Nowgong Mikir 
Hills backward tract. 

There is thus considerable overlapping between the administrative units of tho 
regularly administered portions of the Nowgong district and the units of the backward 
tract portion and some simplification of the existing situation appears to be desirable. 

The following is the total area and population by religion of those mauzas in 
Nowgong which fall mainly within the Mikir Hills, i.e., those mauzas marked in the 
table wuth an asterisk : —

The total area of the Nowgong and Sibsagar Mikir Hills “ backward tract ” is 
thus 4,386 square miles with a total population of 135,992 persons. In this area howf 
ever are included several mauzas, e.g., Borpathar and N&mati, which are really plains 
areas and are not inhabited by hillmen, 

Laehimpue Feontibr Tract. 

This small tract has an area of 394 square miles and consists of mauzas Buridi-- 
hing, Makum Phakial, and the southern portion of Makum which contains the house 
tax- paying villages of the “ Sarkari ” Nagas. Over half the total area of the tract is 
comprised in Buridihing Mauza which is really an undeveloped plains area. The 
intention of the Local Government is to transfer this mauza to the regularly admif 
nistered portion of the district as soon as it is sufldcieutly developed and its communi- 
cations have been improved. The total population of the Lakhinqpur Frontier Tract

Population of Districts, Subdivisions and Thanas by Religion and Literacy, 

This table shows the population of each district, subdivision and, in the plains 
of each thana by religion and literacy. 

It will be noticed that Dhing thana in Nowgong and Digboi thana in Lakhimpur 
do not appear in this table. This is due to the fact that these are new thanas con- 
stituted during the period the census was taking place. It has been found possible to 
make the necessary adjustments in Table I to show the areas and populations of 
these new thanas but it was too late to effect any adjustments in this table. 

The division of Hindus into “ Brahmans ” “ Other Hindus ” and “ depressed 
classes ” is a new feature of this table. The figures for the “ depressed ” classes given 
in it cannot, however, for various reasons, e g., the return of a higher caste name by 
certain depressed communities, be accepted as accurate but they afford a good indica- 
tion of the extent of literacy among those classes as compared with the higher classes 
of Hindu society. The persons included under the head of “ depressed classes ” in this 
table represent the castes classed as “ exterior castes ” plus the castes classed as 
“ Tea garden cooly castes ” in Imperial Table XVII — Caste, Tribe or Race. 

As, however, various adjustments had to be made to the figures in Imperial Table 
XVII before the correct number of “ exterior castes ” and of cooly castes could be 
ascertained, the figures for “ depressed classes ” in this table which amount to 
1,830,000 in all are actually about 143,000 short. Further information regarding 
the probable numbers of the “ depressed ” classes of Assam will be found in the 
Appendix to Chapter XII of the Report volume. The figures for Hindus in this 
table do not include Brahmos and Aryas whose numbers in Assam are negligible, 
there being only 448 Brahmos and 12 Aryas. A slight difference will be found in 
the total of literates and in the total of literates in English as given in this table and 
in Imperial Table XIII. This is due to the fact that in Imperial Table XIII children 
under 6 years of age who were returned as literate have been shown as illiterate. 
Village Census Tables showing the population of each village by sex and religion 
have been supplied to all district officers.

Tea. garden population by sex and religion. 

Eire provincial tables dealing specially with the tea garden population of the 
province were published in the 1921 volume of tables. At this census, for reasons 
of economy, it has not been found possible to repeat these tables and the only informa- 
tion I can supply is the actual number of persons censused on tea gardens by sex and 
religion. 

The tea gardens of Assam are all situated in the plains districts of the Assam and 
Surma Valleys and hence the names of the hill districts do not appear in the table. 

The figures include all persons censused on tea gardens ; managers, doctors, 
resident traders, clerks, etc., as well as the actual cooly population are, therefore, 
all comprised in the table.
